The description of Modoo an- 
swers very well for all the country as 
far-north as Oregon. After having read 
it the conclusion it irresistible that there 
*hould be a railroad north from Beno, 
running directly through the best por- 
tion* of this favored region and opening 
it up for settlement; making homes and 
business for hundreds of people.

A New York dispatch of the Gth says 


the negotiations between the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company and the over- 
land railroads resulted yesterday in tbe 
completion of the contract by the sever- 
al companies. Thi* was signed by C. 
P. Huntington on behalf of the Central 
Pacific, by Sidney Dillon for the Union 
Pacific, and by John Biley for the 
eteamship company. 
The agreement 


is to continue for five years, and under 
its terms the railroad companies guar- 
antor to the Pacific Hail a business of 
$110,000 per month on through traffic. 
The steamships are to be run every 
fortnight, and to each ship the railroad 
companies agree to pay for carrying 6,- 
000 tons of freight. It is provided also 
that the contract shall be terminated 
only in the event of the completion of a 
competing line of railroad, and 
only after ninety days' notice.

The Union main shaft is being sent 


down from the 2400 to the 2500 level at 
a rapid rate. It is now 40 feet below 
the 2400 level. Once the 2500 level is 
reached by the shaft great activity will 
be seen in tbe Sierra Nevada, Union 
Consolidated and Mexican mines. A 
new departure will then be taken in 
virgin ground of great promise. The 
northeast drift, 2400 level, is 266 feet 
in length, measuring from the shaft, 
and still in it heavy vein formation. The 
output of ore has been increased to 300 
tons par day, and the Brunswick and 
Morgan mills are kept busy in its re- 
duction.

MODOC COUNTY.

Modoo county was treated by an Act 


of the Legislature in 1874, onj of the 
eastern portion of Siskiyon- county, 
and derives iu name from the Indian 
tribe of Modocs. It is the extreme 
northeabt county of thii State, with 
Oregon for it* north boundary. It ex- 
tends eastward from the celebrated Mo- 
doc "lava bed*,'" south of Tale Luke, to 
the Nevada StaU line, and is dearly one 
hundred mills in length and sixty mile* 
in width. The topography of the county 
is a succession of mountain ranges and 
valleys, and is principally drained by 
Pitt river, which has its outlet in tho 
bay of San Francisco. 


THI LAVA BKD 


Section, at the northwest corner of the 
county, is a succession of gulches and 
crevasses, which range from n few leet 
to oii8 hundred feet in width, and many 
of them are one hundred feet deep; 
some hove Bubterraueau passages, which 
lead for miles under the rocks. This 
broken country extend* in a belt east- 
ward to Goose lake. This lava section 
of tho county has no arable lands, and 
it is fit only for grazing purposes. It 
is i: vast plain oi tableland, and in some 
places it is sparsely covered with juni- 
per. 


BIO VALLEY, 


Situated at the southwest corner of the 
county, is about twenty-five miles in 
length and about the same in width. 
This valley is watered by Pitt river and 
numerous creeks. The soil of this val- 
ley is as variable as is the formation of 
the county itself, and embraces all vari- 
ations—the deep, rich loam, the dark 
red clay, fine and coarse gravel, decom- 
posed granite, lime, chalk and marl for- 
mations. Stone coal has been found on 
Pitt river, north of Big Valley. This 
valley has been settled only eleven 
years, and it now contains a population 
of about 800 souls. Adin in a prosper- 
ous town, located on Ash creek, near 
the east side of the valley. It is mak- 
ing permanent progress in the erection 
of substantial buildings, and will in 
time become a prosperous village. Here 
the Adin Hawkeye', a Democratic paper, 
is published. 


Surrounding Big Valley are Juniper 


creek, Willow creek, Butte creek. Ash 
creek and Hot creek,with their rich bot- 
tom lands converted iuto farms. A m»- 
joiity of the settlers iu these valleys are 
engaged in stock-raising. Grain and 
vegetables are grown here in sufficient 
quantities to supply the market. These 
valleys are subject to early and late 
frosts, which run in beltb through the 
low-lands and along water courses. The 
mountains on the south and west sides 
of Big Vulley are covered with a dense 


commodation of the public. A weekly 
paper, the Modoo Independent, Repub- 
lican, is published here by W. F. Ed- 
wards. Alturaj is in a flourishing con- 
dition, and is improving rapidly. Many 
tasteful residences adorn the place. On 
account of its being central and easily 
accessible from all puts of the county, 
it is deemed to have .a promising future. 


The south fork of Pitt river heads in 


Eagle 'lake,, near the sontn and. of 'the! 
Warner range of mountains, and along 
its sluggish waters large tracts of swamp 
land are covered with tnle and are unre- 
claimed. 


South Fork Valley is well watered by 


creeks, flowing down westwardly frou. 
the summit. The stage road to Beno 
passes up this valley and across the 
Madalino plains to Sasanville. 


(KIOSK LAKK VALLEY, 


Lying on the east side of the lake, is ex- 
ceedingly fertile, and is well watered by 
numerous creekf, and ravines, furnish- 
irg bountiful irrigation, and the moun- 
tains on tho cast, fcear the valley, are 
heavily timbered with cedar and pine; 
therefore wood is plenty and all kinds 
of lumber good and cheap—$15 to $20 
per 1000 feet.

few accessions, was sparsely settled, and 
the Indians rendered it dangerous in the 
extreme for the small settlement. At 
that time the Government established 
Fort Bidwell, at the north end of the 
valley, when the population increased 
and they commenced building tsjd fenc- 
ing aud tilling the soil, and found a 
market for their produce at the fort. 
This valley is about seventy-five miles 
in length and averages about twelve m 
width. 


There are three wagon roads passing 


through low divides along the range 
from Surprise Valley to Hot Springs val- 


• Surprise Valley supports font towns 


of moderate SIM. At the lower end 
Bag eville is situated, »n Eagle creek, in 
a fine fanning community. This is the 
smallest at the four villages. 


Sixteen miles north and in the central 


portiou of the valliy, where the county 
road passes over the low mountain di- 
vide to Altnras, ia located the growing 
town of Cedarville. This village is sup- 
ported by a rich and fertile neighbor- 
hood and is by no means deficient in a 
business point of view, as it carries over 
halt the trade of the valley. 


To tho north ten miles, Lake city is 


situated on Mill creek, near the npper 
lake shore. This village is surrounded 
by a long stretch of meadow land which 
cannot be surpassed for productiveness. 


Sixteen miles further on, at the head 


of the valley, is situated Fort Bidwell. 
Fort Bidwell is splendidly located on 


at the extreme 
valley, upon a 


Government reservation .a mile square. 
It consists of large and commodious 
frame buildings, so as to nearly inclose 
a fine parade ground of nearly one hun- 
dred yards square. 


A few hundred yards to the east, and 


off the reservation, is the town of Bid- 
well, with its usual public buildings, 
and which has about an equal portion of 
population with Cedarville, and draws 
public patronage. 
Fort Efidwell has 


been a great aid to the settlers of this 
valley in consuming the produce raised 
and protecting them from Indian depre- 
dations. 
The population of Surprise 


Valley is approximate 3,600, 


All the goods aud merchandise which 


supplies this valley are hauled in wag- 
ons from Reno, 175 miles distance. 
With the increase of population the 
times demand quicker transportation, 
A bright and prosperous future is in 
stare for this county, which ere long 
will be brought out of its chrysalis state. 
The Winnemucca and Oregon Railroad 
passing through this valley made three 
years ago was pronounced practicable, 
and I believe it is the design of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Bailroad Company to com- 
mence the construction of this road as 
soon as the Southern Pacific Bailroad is 
completed. 


From the location of Modoo county 


some are led to suppose that it has no 
natural advantages iior facilities of com- 
munication with the outside world. We 
art. two days travel by stage andrailroac 
from San Francisco. 
This county is 


well provided with good mnil facilities, 
A daily line of stages are running from 
Reno through Surprise Valley to Fort 
Bidwell, connecting with the Alturns 
aud Reading daily mail, leading iuto 
Oregon and Iduhj Territory.

all time. 


The country east of Big Valley con- 


sists of long oval hills and tablelands, 
stretching away to what is known as the 
Madeline plnina. Those hills and table- 
lands are interspersed with small val- 
leys, which are adapted for grazing pur- 
poses. These small valleys are preferred 
by settlers as locations, on account of- 
the proximity of timber, and also be- 
cause of the adjacent hills, which con- 
stitute a range for stock of unequalled 
excellence. These hills are covered to 
their very summits with a thick growth 
of bunch grass. Hence stock-raisers re- 
gard locations iu these narrow valleys 
as extremely desirable. To the north of 
Adin a succession of small valleys ex- 
tend to Pitt nver. There is a good 
wagon 
road extending 
from 
Adin 


through these valleys some twenty miles 


road extending from Reno through this 
valley to Fort Warren, in Oregon. 


There is a chain of three beautiful 


lakes on the east side of tuo valley, ex- 
tending nearly the whole length of the 
valley, with a width of from two to four 
miles. The south two are united hy a 
narrow straight, and the waters of the 
middle lake flow through the strait into 


raising grain, vegetables and hay find a 
ready market at Fort Bidwell and among 
the stock raisers in the small valleys 
surrounding Surprise. There is a home 
demand for all our produce, and at bet. 
tor prices than are obtained in either 
Sacramento or San Francisco. 


Dairy and stock raising are carried 


on extensively. The dairy interest, in 
valley is a large one, and in the main is 
profitable, and the butter and cheese 
made finds a ready market in Nevada. 


But the stock-raising business is still 


better. It is a permanent interest not 
only in this valley, but in all parts of the 
county, consisting of cattle, horses, 
mules, hogs and sheep. Stock raising 
will be successfully pursued for years 
to come. Beef cattle are bought and 
driven to Beading and Beno for the 
Sacramento and San Francisco markets. 


The climate of Surprise is healthful 


exceeding description. 
The atmos- 


phere is cool and bracing during the 
Summer months, with a gentle breeze 
springing up nearly, every afternoon. 


Few deaths have, occurred in this val- 


ley since it was settled. 


Snow seldom falls over a foot here, 


except in the mountains, and what few 
inches fall in the valley does not last 
long. Stock is seldom fed in 
the 


Winter. 
, 


Fruit-growing maybe considered in 


its infancy in this county, and so far 
as our people have, experimented, the 
soil and climate, growth and maturity 
of apples, peaches, pears, plums and 
cherries, and various kinds of berries, 
compare favorably with other mountain 
counties of this State. 


Surprise Valley may be justly con- 


sidered one of the most fertile and, par- 
ticularly of late, is coming iuto more 
prominent notice by reason, not only of 
its superior product! voness.bnt is rapidly 
becoming occupied by actual and enter- 
prising settlers, such as are the bone 
and sinew of the world, and tend to 
the' true development and progress o 
any country. 


Heretofore there has been Indian 


depredations and other drawbacks to 
interfere with the settlers; but that time 
is now past, as the proper protection is 
afforded by the soldiers of Fort Bidwell, 
and the Indians are kept in subjection. 
It is doubtful if there is another district 
in California which affords so great in; 
dncements to immigration as Surprise 
Valley, and the chain of,valleys along 
down Pitt River, and many others of 
equal salubrity of climate aud fertility 
of soil in Modoc County, though less 
extensive and less known, which are 
admirably adapted for agricultural pur- 
poses. Surprise Vulley is the only one
